He was 
answering 
questions with 
a frankness 
and independ- 
ence which 
sound strangely 
in the city on 
the Potomac. 
A veteran 
viewer of the Washington scene 


leaned over and said, ‘‘Here is 
the man whose election assured 
control of the Senate for the 
Democrats. They might call it 
the house that spite built.’’ 
He is right. Had the Repub- 
licans, with a great show of 


political piety, not removed 
GOP member Wayne Morse 
from his Senate committees 
because he had opposed the 
election of President Eisen- 
hower, Richard L. Neuberger 
likely would not have been 
elected. The Democrats had bet- 
ter sense. They made no move 
to discipline their mavericks. 
The Republicans did. They 
treated Morse unfairly. 

Morse never_forgave them. 
He was a thorn in the GOP 
hide all through the first two 
years, puncturing many a 
stuffed shirt and exposing all 
efforts to steal the natural re- 
sources and turn them over to 
special interests for exploitation. 

Last fall Morse announced 
the Republican administration 
had betrayed the people, espe- 
cially those of Oregon and the 
Northwest, and he would there- 
after vote with the Democrats.

When Richard Neuberger, 
mewspaperman and magazine 
writer, long active in the fight 
to conserve the national forests 
and the rivers for the people, 
announced for the _ Senate, 
Wayne Morse went out to Ore- 
gon and campaigned for him. 

The Republicans threw all 
they had at the team of Neu- 
berger and Morse. President 
Eisenhower, Vice President Nix- 
on and Secretary of the Interior 
McKay, himself a power in 
Oregon, all spoke against the 
Democratic nominee. 

Wayne Morse was tireless. He 

went up and down Oregon telling 
the people the administration 
was selling them out to the pri- 
vate power trust; that their for- 
ests were endangered (as they 
happen to be), and that the Re- 
publicans could not be trusted 
to govern where the best inter- 
ests of the people were concerned. 
He made 80 speeches. And when 
the votes were counted the state 
of Oregon had elected its first 
Democrat to the Senate of the 
United States in almost half a 
century. 
‘ And this week as the 84th Con- 
gress convenes, with the Demo- 
crats organizing it, the Republi- 
cans are eating a. substantial 
dish of Oregon crow. Wayne 
Morse was the difference. He 
counted far more with the voters 
of the state than did all the 
great array of orators the GOP 
sent out to tilt with him.

“As the matter now stands,” he 
said, “‘the goverriment gets back 
quite a few millions out of the 
public power arrangements. 
There is substantial annual rev- 
enue. But now the Republicans 
say they are going into partner- 
ship with private power. And 
what do the partnership agree- 
ments provide? They give to the 
government the fishweirs, and 
the flood gates, which produce 
no revenue at all, and they hand 
over to the power.companfes the 
electric output which brings in 
all the revenue. Is that a part- 
nership? Is that something an 
administration which claims to 
be trying to balance the budget 
should do?’ . 

That’s a sample. There will be 
more of it. The Republicans will 
wish many, many times they had 
not decided to discipline Wayne 
Morse in January of 1953.

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Congress and Ike 


Should Get Along 


The year 1955 ushers in the 84th Con- 
gress. After two years of GOP control, 
the Democrats are again in the majority. 
At noon Wednesday the new members 
and the old will gather, elect officers and 
announce party leaders. 

The Democrats, being in the majority, 
will organize both »ouses. They will con- 
trol the committees, including the chair- 
manships. They will hold the fate of the 
Eisenhower program in their hands and 
the outcome will be interesting to watch. 
For the first time since 1948, the execu- 
tive and legislative branches will “be held 
by different parties. 

In both the Senate and House, the 
new Congress will have a Georgia flavor. 
Senators Russell and George will control 
key committees, including the vital armed 
services and foreign affairs groups. Rep. 
Carl Vinson will head the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee of the House. All agree 
that these could not be in better hands. 

On many issues, the Democrats will 
deal more kindly with the President than 
did the Republicans. They will cooperate 
fully on foreign policy—since the admin- 
istration is following the broad bipartisan 
outline forged under Democratic leader- 
ship. They will differ with the executive 
on some domestic policies, but it is ap- 
parent that a workable arrangement 
between Congress and the President will 
be possible. 

It seems probable that the primary 
reason the Democrats capturéd Congress 
again in 1954 was the inability of the GOP 
to govern. Congressional leadership 
seemed more confused than in many 
years, with the Republican majority un- 
able to agree on a program. Many of its 
members were openly at odds with the 
President’s objectives. Many still wanted 
to “repeal the Twentieth Century.” 

Thursday the President will outline 
his 1955 program in his annual State-of- 
the-Union message. We already have some 
hints of what it will contain. Some of the 
proposals sound as New Dealish as any- 
thing ever proposed by FDR or Truman. 

It will be an interesting session to ob- 
serve. In the background, of course, will 
be the 1956 presidential election. In the 
foreground we can expect to have a little 
bit less of McCarthy and less obstruction- 
ism in Congress than we've had for the 
past two years under the GOP. 


Let Airport Hearing 
Be Free of All Bias 


The public hearing scheduled for Tues- 
day on the operations of the Atlanta Air- 
port should be of great interest to all of 
Atlanta and most of Georgia. 

As one of the busiest airfields in the 
land, the Atlanta Airport performs a 
state and regional function. Thousands 
of strangers visit it daily. Their impres- 
sion of the passenger terminal may be 
their first, and most lasting impression 
of Atlanta. 

That this building and its concessions 
truly reflect the capital of the Southeast 
is something no loyal Atlant&n will admit: 

The hearing was called by Alderman 
Jesse Draper, chairman of the city’s avia- 
tion committee. It was the result of al- 
legations by the Fulton County Grand 
Jury that politics is the basis of the air- 
port’s troubles. By way of defense, Mayor 
Hartsfield fought fire with fire, and re- 
plied “petty politics,” to the jury’s 
charges. 

Grand jury deliberations generally are 
not a matter of public record. And grand 
jurors do not discuss the jury’s busi- 
ness with the public. This semi-sacrosanct 
status guarantees future’ grand jurors 
freedom to investigate without fear of 
intimidation, political or otherwise. 

Due to public interest in the jury’s 


charges,. and the desire of the taxpayers 


to learn more, the open heariNg is a wise 
and necessary move. 

The result of the hearing may de- 
termine the course of the airport and the 
City of Atlanta for years to come. Certain- 
_ly it must be nonpolitical. Surely, there 
will be no attempt to whitewash anyone. 
Properly conducted, the hearing can bene- 
fit everyone. The least hint of bias will 
only add strength to the rumors that 
brought about investigations of the airport 
by this and earlier grand juries. 

These rumors should be substantiated 
or laid to rest for all time at this hearing. 
Then the proper authorities can give all 
their attention to the matter of improv- 
ing the airport. °

Comic Industry Moves 
To Clean Its House 


If the comics don’t come clean in 1955, 
it won't be the fault of the industry’s 
new “czar,”’ Judge Charles F. Murphy. 

The judge of what’s right and wrong 
in comics and his staff have been wielding 
the blue pencil like a copy editor with 
a grudge against a cub reportér. In two 
months of screening, they have thrown 
out 5,500 lurid drawings and 126 stories. 


Under the strict code adopted by the 
Comics Magazine Association of America, 
they have ordered the elimination of car- 
toons showing sadism, horror, terror, ex- 
cessive violence and ope As for the 
script, they have banned profanity, ob- 
scenity, smut, vulgarity and nudity in any 
form. 

Judge Murphy’s office now controls 
75 per cent of all the comic books pub- 
lished monthly. He and his censors have 
examined more than 400 magazines, all 
of which will be on sale in the immediate 
future. The results should show on the 
newsstands. . 


It’s a shame the screening didn’t start 
sooner and that the coverage isn’t com- 
plete. 


However, the comics publishers are to 
be commended for the self-control they 
have initiated. 


The public can decide if the censorship 
has been sufficient. The public can force 
the 25 per cent outside the pale of Czar 
Murphy to join in the campaign. For in 
the final analysis, the people themselves 
are the judge of what’s fit and what’s not 
fit to read.

There is cheering news out of Savan- 
nah, however, in the form of a progress 
report on the Coastal Highway. The in- 
famous wooden bridges are being replaced 
by concrete spans. The section just north 
of the Florida line—which was odious by 
comparison with Florida roads—has been 
regraded and repaved. The dangerous 
draw bridge across the Satilla River will 
be abandoned in favor of a new high level 
span this spring. And so it goes, all the 
way from Florida to Savannah where the 
new Eugene Talmadge Memorial Bridge 
gives travelers a splendid welcome or 
farewell to Georgia. 

The Coastal Highway~is one of the 
state’s most important arteries, and for 
years has been one of its most danger- 
ous. According to Herschel V. Jenkins, 
Savannah publisher, and chairman of the 
Coastal Highway District of Georgia, 
1955 will see the bulk of the wooden 
bridges gone, wide shoulders, and 24-foot 
paving all along the route. On completion 
of this renovation program, Mr. Jenkins 
said that the coast route will be the first 


through highway in Georgia to comply.

Scuttling UNESCO 
Is Isolationist Aim

United States are continuing to try to whip up 


hostility to the United Nations. 


One of their 


principal targets is UNESCO (The United Nations Educational, Scien- 
tific and Cultural Organization) and in their book it ought to be put 
on the attorney general’s list as subversive. 

Is UNESCO subversive? Is it really engaged in some conspiracy 
to poison the minds of free peoples or undermine the governments of 


the free nations? 
Curtain countries? 

For the answer to these ques- 
tions it seems to me useful to turn 
to someone whom we would have 
reason to trust and who is close 
to “its operations. Such a person 
is one of the two United States 
congressional advisers to the 
Eighth Conference of UNESCO 
which has just concluded its meet- 
ings at Montevideo, Uruguay, Rep. 
Hugh Scoti (R-Penn), himself a 
former chairman of the Republi- 
can National committee. 

Mr. Scott has just been spending 
a month at the UNESCO sessions, 
familiarizing himself with its work 
and becoming well acquainted with 
its personnel. I have received ex- 
tensive correspondence from Mr. 
Scott while he was on the spot in 
Montevideo and his answer to 
these questions is a considered and 
unequivocal no. , 

No, UNESCO is not subversive in 
any way; quite the opposite, It is 
engaged primarily in countries 
where education and science are 
relatively undeveloped and where 
the experience and skills of other 
nations can be helpful. | 

UNESCO is an organization of 
72 independent, sovereign states~— 
except so far as the Soviet satel- 
lites are neither independent nor 
sovereign — connected with the 
United Nations as one of its 
specialized agencies. It ‘sends 
technical advisers to member 
countries on request but it does not

UNESCO has helped 40 countries 
increase their educational oppor- 
tunities- for children and adults, 
train teachers and improve their 
educational system. It has been 
especially active in the education 
of adult illiterates so. that, as he 
says, ‘‘they can take a more re 
sponsible part in community. de- 
velopment.”’ 

It has given some’ financial aid 
and conducted fund-raising cam- 
paigns to help rebuild schools, col- 
leges and libraries in war-ravaged 
lands.

But though grand policy is 
likely to be rather sheltered dur-| 
ing this year, so far as can now 
be foreseen, it is probable that’ 
the administration's military pro- 
posals will run into a good deal 
of congressional skepticism. 


Many of the Democrats are 
anxious about the planned reduc- 
tions in the Army and about 
what some of them see as a gen- 
eral spirit of retrenchment in 
military power in being. 

Nevertheless, recent history 
has indicated that members. of 
Congress are nowhere on less 
promising ground than when they 
attempt to debate military mat- 
ters with a commander-in-chief 
who spent a lifetime in military 
service, 


CONTROVERSY 


They are keenly aware of this; 
they will thus approach the sub- 
ject in a somewhat gingerly way. 

The probability therefore is 
that the President’s military 
budget wif at length prevail in 
about the scope and nature that 
he suggests. 

Apart from foreign and mili- 
tary policy, there will be many 
areas of controversy—and some 
limited areas of hostile congres- 
sional investigations. 

An example of such inquiries 
will be that to be made into the 
edministration’s decision to let! 
the Dixon-Yates private combine} 
supply power to the Tennessee 
Valley Authority in such a way 
as to replace power furnished by 
TVA to the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, 

Then there will be the hardy 
perennials which have so long 
engaged the Democrats on the 
one side and most of the Repub- 
licans on the other. 

Democratic attempts..wwill., be 


made, with fair prospects of suc-| 


cess, to increase the income tax 
exemptions. 


FIXED PROPS 

So, too, will there be attempts 
to reverse the administration and 
restore the old high, fixed subsi- 
dies paid to the farmers on basic 
crops. This will be a more dif- 
ficult task; on balance it seems 
less likely to succeed. 

In the third of the old-fashioned 
triad of absolutely fundamental 
issues—that is, taxes, farm legis- 
lation and labor legislation—it is 
improbable that this Congress will 
accomplish this year any basic re- 
vision of the Taft-Hartley labor 
act. 

In what is called social legisla- 
tion—housing, , raising minimum 
wage standards, health insurance 
and the like—the putlook is for 
the accomplishment basically of 
about what the President requests. 


In this.area, as in some others, 
the president is returning, indeed, 
to a Democratic Congress for pro- 
grams denied to him by the old 
Republican Congress. 

And in this area his reception 
is likely to‘be warmer than it 
was before. 


TRADE 


This is true also of one of the 
most controversial and important 
of all the President’s coming leg- 
islative proposals—a liberalization 
of the reciprocal trade program. 

The President will ask for a 
three-year extension of the act and 
authority moreover -to make ad- 
ditional tariff reductions under its 
sanctions. 

The Democrats will give him 
massive support here. They were 
prepared to assist him in the old 
Congress in driving through such 
a liberalization over the hostility 
of the orthodox Republicans, but 
he decided then not to press the 
issue. 


ALL THE WAY 


He is understood to have given

PAY INCREASES 

Pay increases—The adminis- 
tration will submit a plan for in- 
creasing the pay of classified, 
postal, and military personnel. A 
pay bill in 1954 was killed by 
pocket veto. There may also be 
action on increasing congres- 
sional and judicial pay. 

Military manpower—The ad- 
ministration will present a new 
national military reserve pro- 
gram which will combine the 
features of the draft and UMT. 

Health re-insurance—A pro 
posal to encourage the expansion 
of private health insurance by 
having the federal government 
assume exceptional risks will be 
presented to Congress again. The 
83rd Congress defeated this plan. 

Housing—Public housing au- 
thorization will expire on June 
30, 1955. There will be proposals 
to continue and expand this pro- 
ram. 

Foreign aid—The administra- 
tion plans an expanded program | 
of economic aid for under-de-| 
veloped countries, with empha- 
sis on Asia. The current law 
provides for an end of economic 
aid and of the Foreign Opera- 
tions Administration on June 30. 
Communist China—The policy, 
toward Communist China, par- 
ticularly with reference to the 
imprisonment of American mili- 
tary men and the defense of 
Formosa, will be under continued 
discussion. 


TREATY ACTION 

Treaties—The senate will act 
on ratification of the Paris agree- 
ments on German rearmament 
and European security, the 
Southeast Asia Collective Defense 
Treaty (SEATO), and the mutual 
defense treaty with Nationalist 
China. The Bricker proposal to 
limit the treaty powers of the 
President, which failed to 
achieve the two-thirds required 
by one vote in the 83rd Congress, 
may be reintroduced. 

Defense Policy—Administration 
estimates of defense require- 
ments, particularly the reduction 
of ground forces, will be re- 
viewed. 

Investigation Rules—There may 
be action on establishing codes 
of ethics and procedures for con- 
ducting Congressional hearings. 


Labor Policy—The administra- 
tion will submit requests for 
revision of the Taft-Hartley Law 
similar to those rejected by the 
83rd Congress. Proposals to in- 
crease the coverage of unemploy- 
ment compensation and minimum 
pay will probably also receive 
consideration.

Security Risks—The Democrats 
promise an investigation of the 
security-loyalty program.

will again propose that the voting 
age be lowered by Constitutional 
amendment to 18 years. The 83rd 
Congress rejected this. 


District of Columbia—The © ad- 
ministration will propose that 
residents of the District of, Co- 
lumbia be given the right to vote 
in local and national affairs. 

Highways — The 10-year,.high- 
way program of the administra- 
tion is being studied by a presi- 
dential commission and is to be 
submitted to Congress. 


Small Business—Proposals by 
the administration to continue to 
expand the functions of the 
otherwise-expiring small business 
administration are expected. 

Strategic Materials—There may 
be a revision of the program for 
stockpiling and controlling stra- 
tegic materials. 

Reorganization — The Hoover 
Commission on reorganization of 
the. executive branch of the gov- 
ernment will submit its reports 
during 1955. The administration 
is expected to ask for an exten- 
sion of the reorganization act.

say they favor abolition of fair trade laws if manufacturers fail 
to enforce them, Ben R. Gordon of Atlanta chz4yman of the group's 


vendor relations committee, said 

Gordon, executive vice presi- 
dent of Rich's, released the sur- 
vey, which showed that discount 
selling is increasing and that re- 
tailers believed the most effec- 
tive means of combating price 
cutters was to meet the lower 
prices. 

The survey covered 42 retailers 
in key cities throughout the coun- 
try. 

The trade association repre- 
sents more than 7,000 retailers all 
over the country. 

This is the first time any re- 
port unfavorable to fair trade 
has been issued. through this asso- 
ciation.

If the 
animal is adopted and the family 
does not give it proper care, the 
society takes the animal back. 

Anyone who adopts a dog is 
asked to make a contribution of at 
least three dollars to the society 
for the upkeep of the remaining 
animals, No such contribution is 
required of those adopting cats. 
ANONYMITY KEPT 

People who put their pets up for 
adoption at the society never learn 
who adopts them, Mrs. Braun said. 
That policy of the society is for the 
protection of the new owners. 
“But we always assure people 
who are giving up their pets that 
we'll try to find good homes’ for 
them,’’ Mrs. Braum added. 

Many people decide to give up 
their animals, bring them to the 
society, then change their minds 
“after sleeping on it.’’ Mrs. Braun 
said numerous families have come 
back to reclaim their pets-on the 
day after delivering them to the 
society. 

If the animal has- not been 
adopted, the family can get 
it back, she said. 

READY TO GO 

Animals born at the society are 

preferred by most people who 


want a pet, Mrs. Braun pointed 


out. Before they are put up for 
adoption by the society, they are 
weaned, wormed and given a 
temporary distemper shot. 


| The society’s biggest problem is 


money. It gets $1,500 from the 
city. The only other income is 
from membership fees, the Com- 
munity Chest drive and donations. 
From that amount, salaries and 
overhead expenses must be met. 
The food bill for the animals runs 
tu $150 a week, Mrs. Braun ex- 
plained.

Births in Georgia are expected 
to top the 100,000 mark in 1954 for 
the first year in history. 

Tabulation for the year is not 
complete, but H. B. Wells, statis- 
tician for the Georgia Department 
of Public Health, has made some 
estimates of 1954 statistics on the 
basis of reports to date. 

Wells said the number of births 
is up and the number of deaths 
is down “‘slightly.’’ 

He said there have been slight 


decreases in the number of mar- 


riages and divorces in Georgia 
during the year.
